INCINERATION OF LNSANE. 


Frightfal Holocaust of Lunatics at Kanka- 
kee, III 


Nm III.. January 19.—The south infirm- 
ary of the Eastern Illinois Hospital for the Insane 
was a large two-story stone front brick building, 
situated ata distance of one bundred yards from 
the main buildings. Yesterday morning about 
40'clock Night Watchman Cobbs in making his 
rounds discovered fire in the bagement of the build- 
ing, and at once gavethe alarm. The flues carried 
the smoke all over the building, but although each 
room was soon filled with it brave attempts were 
made to rescue the patienta, of whom twenty -three 
were on the firat floor and § twenty-two 
on the second. Word was immediately sent to 

kakee, half a mile away, but, as the town 
: no fire department, the attendants at the 
pital were left to 


BATTLE ALONE WITH THE FLAMES 
and the patients, who, in their unreasoning obstinacy, 
were almost as hard to as the flames the n- 

ves. The only facilities which the volunteer fire- 
men could bring to their assistance were an in- 
significant supply of water, drawn from the faucets 
of the bath- rooms. Outside, all attempts to carry 
water to the burning structure were renjiered com- 
tively vain by the extreme cold. the mercury 
standing at 12° below zero. Nearly all the patients 
on the first floor were infirm or bedridden, but at- 
tendants Williams, Lavarge and Reid per- 
formed great deeds in carrving them 
— into the open air. Desp'te the fact that the 
creatures when brought into coutact with the 
night air rushed back into the blaz ag pile, after 
desperate exertions, all were saved except two. One 
convalescent patient saned John Covnes was 
instrumental! in rescutug four and was poss~ssed of 
such bravery that he craw'ed back through the 
dense smoke to drag out his fourth patient. 

It was on the second flaor, however, that the 
APPALLING SCENES OF THE NIGHT 
occurred. Here there were twenty-three domiciled, 
but so swift was the penetration of the smoke to 
every part of the building that it anticipated all 
attempts at rescue and suffocated fifteen before any 
help could reach them. sudden 
was the influx of the dense clon ts 
from the heat registers that the attendants, Mr. 
and Mrs. J. M. Rose, in their night clothes, started to 

out, but paused at the head of the stairs to see 
f they could save any of the inmates Realizing 
the hopelessness, they plunged down the stairway, 
which fell in behind them. Anotber attendant, 
Harry Brown, barely escaped by tying sheets to- 
gether and dropping a distance of twenty teet It 
was soon realized by = outside that the fire 
could nt be extinguis and ladders were hastily 
tmprovised to meet the exigencies of the danger. 
By means of them more than one bewildere! in- 
mate was taken out of the windows in a belpless 
condition’ Even when the ladders were 
laced within reach they would sometim 
fixe frightened hores, refuse to avail themselves o 
the opportunity, and wou'd

“TROUBLED. BY TURKEY. 


England Making Warlike Prepara- 
tions to Guard Her Egyptian 
Interests. 


A Sunday Council at the War Office—Naval 
Activity—Earl Granville and the Turkish 
Minister of Justice—The Pope Very 111— 
The Congo Complications.

Lowpow, January 19.—Excitement was caused 
yesterday by the unusual occurrence of a council 
at the war office on Sunday. It is greatly in- 
creased to-day by the report that the Government 
has decided to resist any attempt on the part of 
Turkey to occupy any portion of Egypt or land 
troops in that country. There is considerable bustle 
and excitement at the war office to-day. Orders 
have been sent to Chatham, Portsmouth and Wool- 
wich, which caused much activity at those great 
naval stations Another battalion of troops at 
Malta has been ordered to embark at once on the 
steamship Poonah for Alexandria. Other troops 
are undef orders tobe in readiness to move at a 
moment's notice. The indications all point to 
stirring events in Egypt. There is no doubt that 
the ministry is determined not to allow Turkey to 
interfere ip Egyptian affairs by placing an armed 
force in any portion of Egypt.

RESOUED EXHAUSTED.

The same authority says the Scotch Presby- 
terian Church in Rome will be opened on Wednes- 
day, January 21.

THE PUBLIC DEBT INQUIRY.

ROLLED FROM THE RAIL 


Serious Accident on the Toledo 
Branch of the Wabash This 
Morning. 


— . 


A Smoker and Baggage Car Roll Down an 
Embankment Near Venice -The Disaster 
Due to a Broken Kail—Names of the 
Wennded. 


— 


Quite a serious accident occurred at 9:20 o'clock 
this morning on the Toledo and St. Louis branch of 
the Wabash Railroad, resulting in the injury of 
about a dozen pers®ns, one of them fatally. The 
scene of the disaster was ata point a few miles 
north of Venice, where a broken rail at the hour 
mentioned threw the baggage uud 
smoking cars of the Sovth-bound train 
from the track. The train was running slowly at 
the time and this circumstance happily prevented 
the rear cars—a first-class passenger and a sleeper.

Business was commenced in the building, which 
s still standing, on the northwest corner of Market 
and Commercial streets. The great fire of 1849 
stopped at this building. A subsequent history of 
the firm will prove interesting to our readers.

AN ALPINE HORROR, 


A Village. Partially Destroyed and Many 
Lives Lost by a Snow Slide. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, January 19.—Dispatches from the Con- 
tinent describe an enormous suow slide in the moun- 
tainous province of Carinthia, in Austria, which 
overwhelmed, in an instant, the portion of the city 
of Glagenfurt which lies under the Alpine foothills. 
The snow fali has been unusually heavy this win- 
ter, but no danger was anticipated 
until the middie of last week, when 
slight earthquake shocks were reported at various 
— in the Carnic Alps. There was anxiety in 
lagenfurt, not so much because earthquakes might 
visit them, but because a slight vibration of the 
mountains would start an avaianche that night and 
wreck the old histerictown. Outside of these fears, 
some hunters brought the unwelcome news that 
there were Nigus of movements along the snow 
masses of the mountains, but they attributed it to a 
partial thaw. Yesterday morning, however, when 
the worshipers were on their way to the Cathedral 
a heavy rumbling was beard far up on the moun- 
tains. A glance upward from the city saw the snow 
clad surface in billowy motion and in less than 
three minutes the avalanche came with 

A CRASH AND ROAR 

upon the outskirts of the town, burying some houses 
thirty feet in snow, and sweeping lighter structures 
before it like straws. Parties of men at once 
rushed to tue rescue of thé overwhelmed citizens. 
On the upper snore it was found that many of the 
inhahitaots had been utteriy swept away. Twenty- 
five corpses were discovered, some of them — 
of every portion of clothing and horribly mangled. 
Nearly a hundred persons were found suffering 
from contused wounds, or crusbed and helpless 
under beams and snow. Lower down, the work of 
digging out the snow imprisoned was begun and 
carried on witn vigor. Ou tne upper slope a little 


ch.ld was found unhurt, though imprisoned under 
a heap of devris which had been stopped from de- 
scending to the valiey by a bowider. 
bad been swept away with their dwelling. Many 
affirm that an earthqtake shock bad been felt, but 
it is held that the fall of such a mas of snow would 
account for any vibrations felt.
